I presume  jit  will  he  granted 
that  my  work  on  this  ^ine  gives 
me  an  opportoi  ity  to  know  a good 
deal  of  the  situation  of  flatters,  as 
this  is  my  third  year  as  missionary 
in  this  field,  so  'I  give  some  addi- 
tional matter,  j 

Between  Gulf  Port  and  Uatliea-  * 
burg  there  are  thirty-two  “stops'," 
several  of  which  are  “‘flag  sta- 
tions.” On  tbis  line,  (of  aboat 
seventy-three  dr  four  miles),  there 
are  only  soven  stations  large 
enough  to  be  called  “towns”  with 
any  degreo  of  consistency. 

There  is  no  intention  to  make 
towns  of  those  other  plaphs,  as  it 
is  only  a question  of  a few  years 
until  the  timber  in  reaph  ot  the 
mill*  will  be  naed  up  and  the  few 
people  gone. 

Since  tbe  road  has  j been  put 
through,  there  have  been  five 
churches  organized  and  two  ehuroh 
houses  built,  (including  tho  one  at 
PerkiDston,  of  which  Brother  Hol- 
combe is  pastor),  and  money  being 
raised  for  other  buildings, 

Tbe  missionary  is  supplying  four 
churches  and  three  stations. 

Prudence  dictates  the  organiza- 
tion of  only  one  church  more  on 
jthis  line,  any  time  soon,  land  that, 
is  at  Bond. 

Even  if  a “hand  full”  o{  Baptists 
could  be  gotten  into  an  organiza- 
tion at  those  little  “atops/’  it,  in 
my  judgment,  would  be  unwise  to 
constitute  churches  where  they 
would  be  bound  to  go  dotirn,  even 
before  they  went  up.  Btowever, 
work  should  be  done  at  those 
places,  which  the  missionary  is  do- 
ing as  best  ho  can,  but  can’t  oover 
all  tbe  ground. 

The  field  is  open  to  ^Brother 
Johnston  and  all  others  ofhis  kind 
to  hold  all  the  meetings  possible, 
for  much  work  U needed.  ' 

Brother  Hall  has  promised  to  do  i 
some  work  on  this  line,  also,  and 
we  trust  much  good  will  fm  done.

This  is  a visry  important  town  of 
about  fifteen  hundred  inhabitants, 
on  the  New  Orleans  and  North 
Eastern  Railroad,  one  hundred  and 
twelve  milesi  South  of  Meridian. 
There  is  onb  very  large  lumber 
mill  and  plainer  here  and  two  other 
mills  that  cut  rough  lumber.  They 
have  two  crews  of  hands  and  run 
day  and  night.  They  have  sixteen 
miles  of  raihjoad,  which  connects 
with  the  Gulf  and  Ship  Island  Rail- 
road. They  have  four  loging  en- 
gines on  this  road  an'd  run  day  and 
night.  This  mill  railroad  has  re- 
cently formed  a partnership  with 
the  Gulf  and  Ship  Island  road  and 
will  extend  the  line  from  Lumber- 
ton  to  Columbia,  a distance  of 
thirty  two  miles  West,  through  the 
finest  quality  of  pine  forest.  So 
Lumberton  will  be  a prominent 
town,  and  it  has  a very  hopeful 
future. 

TH«  BAPTIST  CAUSI.

There  is  still  i Stores  tin  the  ded- 
ication of  the  Tqplady  Memorial, 
the  wonderful  rock  at  Bnrrington, 
Coombe,  Somersetshire,  England, 
which  was  undoubtedly  the  inspi- 
ration of  the  immortal  hymn.  A 
photograph  of  th^s  rock  waa  pre- 
sented to  Mr.  Gladstone,  much  to 
hig  delight,  on  his  birthday,  by  ths 
late  wife  of  Sir  -W.  H.  Wills,  of 
Bristol.  ■ , 

Barrington  Coombo  is  s doop 
ravine  in  tho  gri$i  and  frowning 
hill  known  as  Black  Down,  which 
rises  to  the  height  of  1,100  feet, 
and  is  the  highest  summit  of  the 
beautiful  Mendip,  Range.  It  is 
within  an  easy  walk  of  Blagdon 
church  of  which  Augustus  Toplady 
was  tor  some  limb  curate  in  sole 
charge.  The  whole  scene  ie  most 
[ picturesque  and  romantic.  At  one 
point  is  a grand  crag  of  mountain  ’ 
limestone  eighty  feet  in  height.  ’ 
Right  down  the  center  of  this  mass 
of  stono  is  a deep. tissue,  whereia 
grow,  like  little  children  playing 
in  the  arms  of  men  in  armor,  soft 
I and  delicate  ferns  ahif  wild  flowers. 

Toplady  was  one  day  overtaken 
by  a tremendous  thunderstorm, 
from  which  ho  sought  refuge  jn  this 
glon,  between  two  massive  piers  of  « 
the  limestone  roeik.  While  the 
storm  raged  it  inspired  in  his  soul  • 
the  idea  jot  his  hymn,  “ Rock  of 
Ages,”  which  he  wrote  at  once  on 
the  spot.  Yoars  afterwards  he  died 
in  full  confidence  in.the  everlasting 
shelter  of  which  he  had  thus  sung.
